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Police Charge Brampton School Teacher

Peel Regional Police have 
charged a teacher from Heart 
Lake Secondary School in 
Brampton with — sexually 
exploiting a student. 

Doug Dale, a 45-year-old 
math teacher was arrested 


Tuesday, June 6, and 
charged with one count of 
sexual exploitation. 


Police arrested Dale one 
day after learning of an 
alleged sexual relationship 
between the teacher and a 
16-year-old student. 

Peel Regional Constable 


Bally Saini says the arrest 
came shortly after police 
began their investigation. 
“We got the information. 
It was reported to police 
June 5th. They started their 
investigation and he was 
arrested on June 6th.” 


The principal _— Peter 
Koehnen issued a statement 
attempting to assure 


students and parents that 
the school is safe. 

“T know that it’s important 
to you, as parents, to feel 
confident that students are 
well cared for and protected 


while they are at school,” the 
statement read. 

“T take this responsibility 
seriously—we have policies 
and clear procedures to 
make sure students learn in 
asafe, secure environment.” 

Dale has been teaching 
at the school since 1999. He 
was held for a bail hearing. 

Police are asking the 
public to contact the special 
victims unit at 905-453- 
2121, ext. 3460 if they have 
any information regarding 
this case.

Calling it a “shared vi- 
sion”, Sousa spoke at length 
about how he grew up in 
the area and worked closely 
with Councillor Jim Tovey, 
who spearheaded the Inspi- 
ration Lakeview project, and 
local partners to make the 
redevelopment a reality. 

He noted that whichev- 
er developer purchases the 
property will have stick to 
the Master Plan and reme- 
diate the existing land.

The Master Plan includes 
designs for Ogden Heights, 
a higher-density residential 
neighborhood with street 
frontage and_ retail/com- 
mercial use, an Open Space 
Network that comprises 
36% of the available area, 
and an “innovation corri- 
dor” that will be home to 
100,000 square feet of office 
and light industrial space 

As part of the sales pro- 
cess, the purchaser of the 
land will also remediate and 
transfer 67 acres of land to 
the City of Mississauga. A 
portion of funds from the 


Innovation Corridor, part of the Inspiration Lakeview Master Plan. 


sale of the site will also be 
given to the Trillium Trust 
Fund, which supports infra- 
structure projects in Ontar- 
io. Sousa said that interest 
had already been expressed 
by certain developers, but 
wouldn’t divulge further de- 
tails. 

OPG President Jeff Lyash 
lauded the announcement, 
noting that the company has 
been working to support the 
project ever since the Lakev- 
iew Generating Station (also 
known as the “Four Sisters”) 
were demolished in 2005. 
“That work set the stage for 
the bright future we’re cele- 
brating today.” 

Jones Lang La- 
salle, a real estate 
advisory firm, has 
been hired to bro-

.Sousa said that 
Tuesday’s an- 
nouncement was 
important to the 
community and the 
future of Lakeview.

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Crombie pushes for one per cent HST hike 
to ease affordable housing ‘crisis’

Mississauga’s mayor 
wants a one per cent hike in 
the HST to tackle the city’s 
housing crunch, — saying 
she can’t stand by and do 
nothing in the midst of a 
“crisis”. 

At an affordable housing 
forum, Bonnie Crombie 
warned soaring prices are 
pushing the “heart and soul” 
of the economy out of the 


city. 
The city’s “Making 
Room for the Middle” 


housing strategy aims to 
boost market rental and 
affordable ownership levels 
to 35 per cent. 

“We must stop looking at 
housing as an investment 
and look at it as a necessity,” 
said Crombie in a prepared 
statement at the University 
of Toronto’s Mississauga 
campus on May 26. 

The city defines middle- 
income households as those 
making between $55,000 
and $100,000. 

It says workers, including 
librarians, journalists, 
nurses, and those in 
manufacturing are being 
squeezed out of the housing 


== 
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market because they don’t 
qualify for public subsidies 
yet can’t afford homes at 
current prices. 

“These are the folks who 
really drive our economy 
better being pushed out of 
the city. We want them to 
live and work in the city,” 
Crombie told Peel Daily 
News. 

She says Mississauga 
needs ‘revenue tools’ 
currently out of reach thanks 
to provincial regulations 
that restrict the city’s taxing 
power. 

“We do not have the 
ability to implement a 
land transfer tax. We don’t 
have the ability to add any 
new tax. We haven’t been 
granted that privilege by the 
provincial government. We 
are quite hamstrung.” 

“Only the City of Toronto 
has a suite of tools that they 
use to keep their taxes low 
and all cities should be given 
that opportunity,” Crombie 
said. 

She likes the idea of a hike 
in the sales tax. 

“T am particularly partial 
to an increase one per cent

to an increase to the HST, 
putting that revenue into 
an affordable housing fund 
is one option we would look 
at.” 

Asked if a one per cent 
HST increase would make 
housing more _ expensive, 
Crombie says it “would be 
revenue the city would put 
into a fund which would 
help address these issues. 
I think one per cent is a very 
negligible amount. People 
had been paying two per 
cent on their HST, which had 
clawed back. That’s revenue 
cities need.” 

The forum featured a 
panel including an academic; 
a Denver based urban 
planning consultant and 
developer Frank Giannone. 

Giannone, president of 
Fram Building Group, is part 
of a consortium developing 
a 72-acre parcel of land on 
Mississauga’s waterfront 
into a mixed housing, retail 
and a new waterfront park. 

The new development 
includes smaller-than- 
average unit sizes to keep 
prices down for “first timers 
and young people.”

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Wynne Government announces 
sweeping labour changes

Premier Kathleen Wyn- 
ne has announced major 
changes to the Ontario la- 
bour laws, including an in- 
crease in the minimum wage 
to $15 an hour by 2019. 

The minimum wage is 
currently $11.40 per hour. It 
will increase to $14 on Jan. 1 
of next year, and then to $15 
per hour on Jan. 1, 2019. 
The minimum wage will 
then rise with the annual 
rate of inflation. 

As well, after five years 
with the same employer, the 
minimum annual vacation 
entitlement will rise from 
two weeks to three weeks. 
The government is also 
expanding personal emer- 
gency leave, to include an 
across-the-board minimum 
of at least two paid days per 
year for all workers. 

“People are working lon- 


ger, jobs are less secure, 
benefits are harder to come 
by and protections are few- 
er and fewer,” said Wynne. 
“In a time of change like 
this, when the very nature of 
work is being transformed, 
we need to make certain 
that our workers are treated 
fairly.” 

The Brampton Board 
of Trade, in partnership 
with the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce, had earlier 
sent a letter to the premier, 
warning against potential 
changes to Ontario’s Labour 
Relations Act and the Em- 
ployment Standards Act, 
including the $15 minimum 
wage. The letter cautioned 
that the reforms may have 
unintended consequences 
impacting job creation and 
competitiveness, as well dis- 
couraging investment in the 
province. 


“We are concerned about 
unintended consequences. 
Where are the economic im- 
pact analyses? These sweep- 
ing changes could seriously 
impact job creation and the 
health of our local econo- 
my in Brampton,” said CEO 
Todd Letts. “The proposed 
changes would discourage 
investment in Ontario and 
diminish economic oppor- 
tunities for all Ontarians. 
Politics cannot drive de- 


cision-making, evidence 
must.” .” 
Other changes include 


equal pay for part-time 
workers doing the same job 
as full-time workers. 
Premier Wynne’s_ an- 
nouncement is a response 
to a government-commis- 
sioned report released the 
previous week that included 
173 recommendations ad- 
dressing precarious work. 
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‘Mom ‘n’ Pop’ shops rip ‘job-killing’Minimum Wage Hike

As the owner of a cookie 
shop in Mississauga, Carrie 
Nye says the Wynne govern- 
ment’s decision to increase 
the minimum wage could 
leave her with little more 
than crumbs if she needs to 
add staff. 

“Considering we just start- 
ed in December, and right 
now it’s only my husband 
and I working here, we can’t 
hire extra staff to work here 
with the $15,” she said. 

Nye’s husband and busi- 
ness partner George Orvis 
is putting in 14 1/2 hour days 
selling cookies to patrons at 
Mississauga’s South Com- 
mon Centre (Mall). He had 
been planning to add staff 
to give him and his wife a 
break, but this wage increase 
puts those plans on hold. 


“If we had to hire some- 
body, we couldn’t do it. We 
have five daughters. One 
of them is going to have to 
come here to work,” he said. 

George’s neighbour in the 
food court is Potluck Carib- 
bean Cuisine where Sharon 
serves up Jerk Chicken hot 
off the grill. 

Minimum wage restau- 
rant workers may welcome a 
pay increase, but not at the 
expense of job security or a 
reduction in hours. 

“You have to look at the 
employer’s side. If they 
don’t make much money, 
there’s not that much work 
and they don’t make that 
money, how are they gon- 
na pay their rent and over- 
head.” 

Asked if the Ontario gov- 
ernment’s minimum wage 
announcement could lead 


to layoffs, Sharon says it’s a 
strong possibility, “it proba- 
bly will,” she adds. 

That grim assessment is 
echoed by policy analyst 
Ryan Mallough at the Cana- 
dian Federation of Indepen- 
dent Business. 

Mallough says the 42,000 
strong membership of the 
CFIB, made up mainly of 
companies with around 10 
workers, was _ blindsided 
by the minimum wage an- 
nouncement. 

He said the Wynne gov- 
ernment gave no indication 
of its plans to raise the mini- 
mum wage until very recent- 
ly. The minimum wage was 
going up at the rate of infla- 
tion anyway, but the pace of 
those increases gave busi- 
nesses an opportunity to 
prepare and make decisions 
accordingly. 


“The speed at which this 
is being implemented puts 
tremendous pressure on 
the those ‘mom and pop 
‘operations.” 

The government plans 
to hike the minimum wage 
to $15 by 2019. That’s an 
increase of roughly 32 
per cent over a span of 18 
months. 

“Businesses are going to 
have to make some tough 
decisions,” Mallough said. 

Those decisions could 
see some businesses lay 
people off, cut staffing 
hours, raise prices to the 
public or even forego ex- 
panding their operations. 
Overall, Mallough says it'll 
definitely hurt the Ontario 
economy. This is certainly 
true in the restaurant sec- 
tor where margins are of- 
ten razor thin. 


“Maybe [some] restaurants 
may have to shut down be- 
cause they can’t meet their 


overhead,” he said.

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Brampton/Mississauga Employer Fined 
$20,000 for Failing To Pay Wages 


An employer who oper- 
ated a Brampton business 
known as Academic Mon- 
tessori and a summer camp 
in Mississauga and failed to 
pay his workers - many of 
them university students - 
has been convicted after a 
trial. 

The conviction of Peter 
David Sinisa Sesek, imposed 
in Mississauga court, was 
for failure to comply with 
an order to pay issued by a 
Ministry of Labour employ- 
ment standards officer. 

A sentence of 30 days in 
jail and a fine of $20,000 
was imposed by Justice of 
the Peace Hilda Weiss on 
June 6, 2017. 


The order to pay, issued 
March 31, 2015, amounts to 
about $140,000 and is owed 
to 43 claimants. 

The businesses, which are 
no longer in operation, were 
known as Academic Mon- 
tessori and WISE (Won- 
derful Interactive Summer 
Experience) Summer Camp. 

The amounts owing to 
the 43 claimants dated 
from the 2014 operating 
year amounted to about 
$127,000 and ranged from 
$700 to $12,000. All wages 
were owing at the time of 
sentence. 

A person who contravenes 
the ESA or its regulations, 
or fails to comply with an 


order under the act, is guilty 
of an offence. 

An individual convicted 
under the ESA may be fined 
up to $50,000 or imprison- 
ment of up to 12 months, or 
both; if a corporation, the 
fine may be up to $100,000. 

For a corporation with a 
previous conviction, the fine 
may be up to $250,000; if 
there is more than one pre- 
vious conviction the fine 
may be up to $500,000. 

The court also imposed a 
25-per-cent victim fine sur- 
charge as required by the 
Provincial Offences Act. The 
surcharge is credited to a 
provincial government fund 
to assist victims of crime.

and was instrumental in 
the declaration of February 
as Black History Month in 
Canada—a month cele- 
brated in Peel schools and 
throughout the country. 
“The focus at our school 
is truly inspired by Jean 
Augustine’s mandate to em- 
power students to achieve 
their potential through 
activism and service,” says 
Sandra Dussiaume, the 
school’s principal. “Stu- 
dents were working hard for 
months to plan this school 
opening. We were so excit- 
ed to have Jean join us to 
celebrate and showcase our 
students’ creative talents 
with our school communi- 
ty.”

Russ 


Jackson 


Born July 
28th, 1936 
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by Joe Snider 


The Hamilton-born, 
McMaster-educated 
Jackson was a Canadian 
superstar in the Canadian 
Football league. 

He was and remains one 
of the league’s greatest 
quarterbacks of all time. 

Jackson joined — the 
Ottawa Rough Riders in the 
late 50’s and, all told, won 
three Schenley awards as 
the league’s best player and 
four as best Canadian. 

He was named an Eastern 
all-star six times and was 
voted all Canadian three 
times. 

He led the Black Riders to 
three Grey cups, including 
two in a row in 1968 and 69. 

His career numbers; a 
dual threat---He passed 
for 24,592 yards and 185 
touchdowns. 

On the ground: 
yards and 54 majors... 

(Note: He played mostly 
14 game_ seasons; the 
additional two regular 
season contests came later.) 

Jackson was also a notable 
presence in the Mississauga 
community. He was the first 
principal at John Fraser 
SS in Erin Mills---teaching 
before that at Brampton 
Centennial and TL Kennedy. 

His first teaching gig 
came while he was still 
with the Rough Riders in 
Ottawa: 1959. (He taught 


5,045 


Math) After retiring from 
the gridiron, he was the 
principal of Canterbury 
High School in Ottawa from 
1973] to 1975 (once tackling 
a male ’streaker’ during a 
high school dance). 

Jackson briefly __left 
teaching in 1975, spending 
two years as head coach of 


the Argonauts. It was not 
to be. 
Always a_ winner _ 'til 


then, he compiled a 12-18- 
2 regular-season record in 
two seasons, not reaching 
the playoffs in either. 

Jackson would be later 
replaced by Leo Cahill, , in 
his second tenure as the 
Argos’ head coach, prior to 
the 1977 CFL season. 

Jackson served as color 
commentator for the “CFL 
on CBC” broadcasts from 
1971-73, and again from 
1977-80. 

(Editor’s note---Not 
surprisingly, he was brilliant 
in the broadcast booth.) 

Russ Jackson is an Officer 
of the Order of Canada and 
was awarded an honorary 
doctoral degree in law by 
McMaster University in 
1989. 

Jackson remains one ofthe 
CFL’s reigning superstars, 
and an important athlete in 
Canadian sports.

The idea 
for a Sports Hall of Fame 
was conceived a few 
months earlier during 
committee meetings 
while formulating plans 
for the concept of an an- 
nual dinner. 

The purpose of the 
Sports Hall of Fame is 
to ensure that the ac- 
complishments of Mis- 
sissauga athletes, coach- 
es, managers and sport 
builders who achieved 
outstanding results in 
their respective pursuits 
of excellence are pre- 
served for the future. In 
other words, it aims to 
make sure yesteryear’s 
achievements and _ ac- 
complishments are rec- 
ognized today and not 
forgotten tomorrow. 

To date, 131 individuals 
have been inducted into 
the Mississauga Sports 
Hall of Fame. Inductions 
continue to take place at 
the Mississauga Sports 
Dinner, which is held an- 
nually on the first Thurs- 
day of June. 

The Mississauga Sports 
Hall of Fame is a com- 
munity initiative man- 
aged by the Mississauga 
Sports Council. It is lo- 
cated in the lobby of the 
Sports Complex(Hershey 
SportZone).

PDN spotlight on 


Bob SICINSKI, Hockey / Lacrosse 
Born: Nov 13, 1946 Brampton, Ontario 


The greatest year of Bob 
Sicinski’s hockey career 
may have been 1967-’68. 
He was with the Greens- 
boro Generals --a Chicago 
Blackhawks farm team. 

At 21 years of age Sicinski 
led the league in scoring, 
was voted MVP and was an 
all-star. 

The swift-skating centre 
should have been a Chi- 
cago Blackhawk. A lot of 
Mississauga players were 
because the Hawks owned 
the local Junior B team, 
Dixie Beehives. That’s 
where Sicinski played his 
junior B after getting his 
start with Cooksville of 
the Mississauga Hockey 
League and then moving 
on to the St.Catharines 
Blackhawks in Junior A . 
Bob remembers--” I spent 
three years with St. Catha- 
rine’s before moving on to 
the Generals. After that I 
was with the Dallas Black- 
hawks of the Central Pro 
League.” . 

1969-’70 in Texas proved 
to be the turning point in 
Sinker’s career. He was 


fifth in the CHL in scoring 
and was promised a spot 
with the NHL team the 
next year. But ’70-’71 was 
also the inaugural year of 
the Chicago Cougars who 
approached him. 

Sicinski chose the Cou- 
gars and their 2 year con- 
tract offer. He finished 
10th in the WHA in scoring 
in his first year and signed 
a four year contract exten- 
sion . 

“Sinker” was then draft- 
ed by the Indianapolis 
Racers, an expansion team 
where he spent four years. 

Despite all the success 
he had in hockey, his first 
love was lacrosse. He spent 
three years with Missis- 
sauga P.C.O’s of the Junior 
A loop and also played 
with the Peterborough 
Lakers and Toronto Maple 
Leafs in a local profession- 
al league. He says---"If I 
could have made the same 
money playing lacrosse 
as I did in hockey, there 
would have been no ques- 
tion. I definitely would 
have played lacrosse.”

The History of Caledon 


Did you know the Town 
of Caledon was established 
on January 1, 1974 in con- 
junction with the creation of 
regional government. Rep- 
resenting an amalgamation 
of the former County of Peel 
townships of Albion, Cale- 
don and the northern half 
of Chinguacousy, as well as 
the Villages of Bolton and 
Caledon East, the Town of 
Caledon forms the northern 
municipality of the pres- 
ent Region of Peel. The 
name ‘Caledon’ was chosen 
through public referendum 


in 1973; the other choices 
on the ballot were ‘Albion’ 
and ‘Cardwell’, the latter 
being an historic electoral 
district from 1867-1908 that 
encompassed the Town of 
Orangeville and four neigh- 
bouring townships. 

The County of Peel was 
created in 1805 following 
the purchase by the British 
Crown of the southern part 
of the Mississauga Tract on 
the shore of Lake Ontario. 
The former townships of 
Albion, Caledon and Chin- 
guacousy were established 


as part of the ‘New Sur- 
vey’ of the County of Peel, 
which greatly extended the 
northern boundary of the 
county following purchase 
of the remainder of the 
Mississauga Tract in 1818. 
The lot and concession grid 
pattern of the ‘New Survey’ 
was distinct from that of the 
‘Old Survey’, with a differ- 
ent orientation of conces- 
sions and lot dimensions. 
The 200 acre lots of the 
‘New Survey’ were typically 
granted in square 100 acre 
parcels, a configuration in-

tended to facilitate farming 
and access to transportation 
corridors. 

Surveyed in 1818-1819, 
the townships of Albion, 
Caledon and Chinguacousy 
were opened for settlement 
in 1820. Albion Township 
comprised eleven conces- 
sions laid out west to east. 
In Caledon and Chin- 
guacousy townships, six 
concessions were laid out 
on either side of Huron- 
tario Street, also known as 
Centre Road (and current- 
ly known as Provincial 


Highway 10). As this centre 
baseline duplicated the 
numbering of the conces- 
sions, concessions in these 
two townships were further 
denoted by ‘West of Hu- 
rontario Street’ (WHS) or 
‘East of Hurontario Street’ 
(EHS). 

Early settlements in 
the townships developed 
around water-powered 
mill sites on the Credit 
and Humber rivers, and 
at various crossroads. The 
arrival of the Toronto Grey 
and Bruce, Hamilton and 


Northwestern and Credit 
Valley railways in the 1870s 
spurred further settlements 
at various junctions. Devel- 
opment was also influenced 
by the area’s major land- 
forms, including the Peel 
Plain, the Niagara Escarp- 
ment and the Oak Ridges 
Moraine. While some his 
toric hamlets have disap- 
peared over time, Caledon’s 
present-day.

Bikes Aren’t Just For Kids — active transportation is everyone

At the start to Bike Month, 
the Ontario government re- 
leased its “Making Ontario 
Safer and Easier to Commute 
by Bike Plan,” which is good 
news for those who support 
active transportation such 
as walking and cycling: The 
Region of Peel Active Trans- 
portation Plan (AT Plan) is 
scheduled for an update this 
year. 

“The Peel Region Cyclist 
Handbook was developed in 
early 2017 to teach residents 
of Peel Region about their bi- 
cycle, traffic laws and safe cy- 
cling habits,” says the Town 
of Caledon. 

According to a media re- 
lease from the Province, its 
plan means more funding 
from the Ontario govern- 
ment so municipalities can 
grow their active cycling in- 
frastructure: “The province 
is investing $50 million dol- 
lars this year from its car- 
bon market to fund this and 
other new initiatives that 
support commuter cycling 
infrastructure. The OMCC 
will provide eligible munici- 
palities with funding to build 
more bike lanes and other 
cycling infrastructure, or 
enhance existing infrastruc- 
ture.” 

June is Bike Month, and 
the Region of Peel, through 
its AT Plan works with 
schools to encouraged stu- 
dents to walk and bike to 
classes, The Region says 
more than 150 schools reg- 
istered to promote cycling to 
participate in Bike to School 
week (May 29 — June 2). 

“There are a number of 
benefits to supporting ac- 
tive transportation. They 
include: reducing and man- 
aging traffic congestion, 
decreasing greenhouse gas 


emissions and air pollution, 
encouraging physical activity 
to reduce chronic health con- 
ditions such as heart diseas- 
es and diabetes,” says Amie 
Miles, Supervisor, Marketing 
and Communications, with 
the Region of Peel. 

There are several biking 
activities planned through- 
out June and through the 
summer: Brampton will 
have many. 

On June 10, the Fifth 
Annual Bike Fest at Cele- 
BRAMPTON in downtown 
Brampton, beside Gage 
Park will have free bike valet 
parking, a bike rodeo and ac- 
tivities for children. Peel Re- 
gional Police will do free bike 
registrations. On June 24, 
Bike the Creek, a free activi- 
ty, will feature four routes in- 
cluding a special Canada 150 
route. The event runs from 
9 a.m. to 2 p.m. Visit www. 
bikemonth.ca/Brampton. 
For the dates for community 
rides, which run from June 
6 to Sept. 24, visit www. 
brampton.ca/cycling. 

“The City of Brampton 
is striving to be an ever 
more bicycle- and _ pedes- 
trian-friendly communi- 
ty. Through initiatives like 
the Active Transportation 
Master Plan, the City is 
working to build a connect- 
ed cycling and pedestrian 
network across Brampton 
(and to neighbouring mu- 
nicipalities) to enable safer, 
more convenient travel by 
non-motorized modes, and 
to encourage cycling as a vi- 
able, fun, and healthy means 
of transportation for both 
recreational and _ utilitari- 
an purposes for the general 
public,” said Henrik Zbogar, 
Senior Manager of Transpor- 
tation Planning at the City of 
Brampton. 

Caledon is also celebrating 
Bike Month with activities 
such as festivals, bike rides, 
races and tours. The events 
are geared to promote cy- 
cling as regular active trans- 
portation and a hobby. There 
will be events during the 
Inglewood Farmers’ Market 
and Caledon Day in Caledon 


East. Visit www.bikemonth. 
ca/caledon. 

“Caledon, which has long 
been a destination for cy- 
clists and our trails and 
scenic roads, hosts cycling 
tours, recreational rides and 
leisure cyclists,” said Mayor 
Allan Thompson. “Caledon 
is working hard to become 
a cycle-friendly communi- 
ty, and the dedication of the 
Cycling Task Force mem- 
bers will certainly help get us 
there.” 

Caledon Cyclists Mike 
Heslin and Eric Forsyth are 
cycling across Canada to 
celebrate Canada’s 150th 
anniversary and the 200th 
birthday of the bicycle. Fol- 
low their journey online at 
www. instagram.com/out- 
forapedal. 

“We are all very proud of 
Mike and Eric for demon- 
strating their Caledon pride, 
and challenging themselves 
to live an active lifestyle,” 
said Thompson.

Peel’s AT plan, which 
was approved by Regional 
Council in 2012, has several 
components: active trans- 
portation infrastructure (e.g. 
multi-use trail, cross-rides, 
cycle track etc.). Walk + Roll 
Peel is a website that pro- 
motes walking and cycling 
in Peel http://www.walkan- 
drollpeel.ca/. 

Miles says the Region is 
developing a Transportation 
Safety Strategic and Opera- 
tional Plan to improve road 
safety, “We want to see a 
reduction in collisions that 
cause injuries and death 
for all road users including 
cyclists. A safer cycling en- 
vironment can encourage 


more people to ride bikes.” 

In addition, “Through the 
Smart Commute Program 
encouraged more employers 
and employees to do their 
daily commute by bicycles or 
carpool,” Miles, says. 

The Region works in part- 
nership with City of Bramp- 
ton, Town of Caledon, and 
City of Mississauga, plus the 
schools and other communi- 
ty partners. It develops safety 
campaigns and YouTube vid- 
eos. The Region’s Sustain- 
able Transportation Strategy 
is in the development pro- 
cess: that planning includes 
active transportation infra- 
structure programs. 

A progress report to re- 
gional council in Septem- 
ber from staff said: “From a 
health perspective, in Peel 53 
per cent of residents 12 years 
of age and older are physi- 
cally inactive during leisure 
time. Physical inactivity is a 
risk factor for many chronic 
health conditions, such as 
heart disease and diabetes. 
Increasing active transporta- 
tion is an important contrib- 
utor to residents’ ability to 
be physically active and pre- 
venting some of these health 
concerns.” 


Peel Public Health reports 
that the rate of diabetes has 
more than doubled in Peel 
and Ontario from 1996 to 
2014 and that at 152,692, 
reported cases in Peel, the 
prevalence is higher than 
provincial rates (for persons 
aged 20 and older). However 
the rate of *ischemic heart 
disease has been decreasing 
since 2003. Furthermore 
“In 2013/2014, 25 per cent of 
Peel residents were classified 
as obese.” 

Some of the infrastruc- 
ture projects the Region has 
worked on include crossri- 
des, which allow cyclists to 
stay on their bikes at inter- 
sections, the reconfiguration 
of Dixie Road and bicycle 
lanes, an environmental as- 
sessment of The Gore Road 
and active transportation fa- 
cilities, a greenbelt route and 
the Credit Valley Trail. 

Furthermore “Infra- 
structure improvements on 
Regional and area munici- 
pal roads include: the con- 
struction of 74.5 km of new 
sidewalks, 20.1 km of new 
multi-use trails, and 24 km 
of on-road cycling facilities 
or signed routes.” 


In addition the Province’s, 
“investment will help pro- 
mote safety for cyclists and 
make cycling more com- 
fortable and appealing for 
daily commutes and other 
frequent trips. Investing in 
cycling infrastructure also 
helps reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions across Ontario,” 
according to the provincial 
announcement. 

“Ontario is home to an 
extensive cycling and trails 
network that _ stretches 
across the province, con- 
nects our communities and 
offers unique views of our 
urban and rural landscapes. 
By building new cycling in- 
frastructure, we are making 
it easier for people to get on 
their bikes and explore all 
that Ontario has to offer,” 
said Eleanor McMahon, 
Minister of Tourism, Culture 
and Sport in a media release.
